The street was blocked off for a 
four-block area and overhead elec- 
trical and telephone wires had to 
be torn down so a huge crane and 
steam shovel could be used in the 
excavation.

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Keer Reciprocal Tariffs 


The Republican Congress pretty soon 
will have to decide whether to extend the 
President’s authority for making recipro- 
cal trade agreements or again to force the 
nation into a shell of relative isolation. 

Every international move the United 
States has made since the war has hinged 
in some way upon the elimination of as 
many trade barriers as possible. As a 
prerequisite to the Marshall Plan we asked 
the participating countries to arrange for 
freer trade among themselves. We took 
the lead in international trade conferences 
which already have resulted in lowering 
of many tariff barriers. Even the United 
Nations itself is interested in promoting 
unfettered ,trade. 

How can this nation say to others that 
they should lower tariff barriers if we plan 
to drop our own program for reciprocat- 
ing? 

The tariff‘is nothing more or less than 
a subsidy paid by the consumers for the 
protection of American industry. There 
can be little if any objection to preserving 
home industry that is of critical impor- 
tance or economically sound. But con- 
sumers will object, and strenuously, to 
paying higher prices in order to afford 
greater profits, or in order to keep alive 


A Marble Courthouse for 


Pickens County’s new courthouse is to 
be made of marble, Pickens County marble.

Everything Isn't Peaches, 


That old song, “Everything Is Peaches 
Down in Georgia” was tuneful, if not quite 
truthful. We_-had a lot more coming off 


our farms than peaches. Also South Caro- 
lina has, by virtue of a better co-operative 
system, passed us in peach production. 
Georgia co-ops made the error of being 
too exclusive. ) 


Nevertheless, peaches remain a big and 
important factor in our economy. Georgia 
Progress, in an article on the peach indus- 
try, reports 5,000,000 bearing trees in com- 
mercial orchards in Georgia which last 
year produced 5,810,000 bushels of peaches, 
compared with 5,628,000 in 1946 and an 
annual average of 4,902,000 bushels in the 
1935-44 period. This peach industry rep- 
resents a capital investment of about 
$25,000,000. While Georgia produces more 


an industry which is not economically 
suited to this country. 

Moreover, nearly all economists agree 
that the only way to assist Europe and the 
world to recover is to purchase their 
goods. That is the only way the countries 
of Western Europe ever can repay us for 
the Marshall Plan loan. Commerce never 
has been a one-way street.. If we would 
sell what we manufacture, we must buy 
what other nations can produce better or 
more cheaply than we. 

The objectors to continuing reciprocal 
tariff agreements are chiefly from among 
the specialized interests. Virtually all big 
business is in favor of lowered tariffs. 
The U. S. Chamber of Commerce likes the 
idea. The big labor organizations favor it. 
Some dissent is found among agricultural 
groups, depending chiefly on whether their 
products rely on an export market. 

The United States has had one disas- 
trous experience with high tariffs. The 
Hawley-Smoot tariff of the late 1920’s vir- 
tually choked off our foreign trade, hasten- 
ing and making more severe the world de- 
pression that followed. It should be clear 
by now that we can no more live in eco- 
nomic isolation than we can live in politi- 
cal isolation. 


Pickens 


Grady’s classic story of a Pickens County 
funeral... “they buried him in the midst 
of a marble quarry; they cut through solid 
marble to make his grave, and yet a little 
tombstone they put above him was from 
Vermont.”

peaches than Alabama, North Carolina, 
Tennessee and Virginia combined, our 
total in 1947 was 636,000 bushels below 
South Carolina’s record crop. 

A breakdown of the crop shows that 
peaches are sold fresh, canned and frozen 
to local, State and national markets. Last 
year almost 6,000 carloads were shipped 
by truck and rail; ‘1,959 carloads were 
shipped and canned or quick frozen and 
406 carloads were “orchard run,” a variety 
we are sorry was shipped out. It would 
have been better to have canned them as 
peach butter or sliced. We ought not to 
let culls get out as “Georgia peaches.” 

We wish the peach growers a lot of 
luck this year and hope they will put up- 
start South Carolina back in second place. 
It is humiliating to have the Peach State 
in second place.

_AQ Victory or a Setback for Stassen? 


WASHINGTON—It was the heroine of “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” who first gave voice to the 
wisest rule of our time: “A kiss on the wrist feels very good, but a diamond bracelet lasts forever.” 
After the Pennsylvania primary, Harold Stassen must be reflecting in much the same way on the dif- 
ference between flattering writer-in votes and the capture of good, solid, obedient, sheep-faced dele- 
gates, who have good, solid, permanently valuable qualities. 


The available evidence in fact suggests that 
the Pennsylvania primary’s appearance of being 
fe Stassen victory was distinctly misleading. Stas- 


sen led the Pennsylvania write-in vote by a hand- 
some margin, but if 20 percent of the rumors fly- 
ing out of Pennsylvania are correct, Stassen has 
actually suffered a serious setback behind the 
scenes. 

A rumor which will serve as a typical sample 
is a report that an agreement has at last been 
reached between Gov. James H. Duff, Sen. Ed 
Martin and old Joe Grundy. These three poten- 
tates are reliably stated to own a larger propor- 
tion of the Pennsylvania sheep-herd than any of 
the rival ranchers, including Joseph Pew. Ac- 
cording to the rumor above mentioned, Duff, 
Grundy and Martin have agreed that their Penn- 
sylvania sheep will baa for Gov. Duff as a favor- 
ite son on the first ballot, for Sen, Martin on the 
second ballot, and for Gov. Dewey, of New York, 
on the third ballot. 


There are several points in favor of sus- 
pecting that there is some color of truth, not 
_ perhaps in the detail but in the general impli- 
cations of this story. In the first place, the 
Duff faction and Grundy-Martin faction have 
been engaged in a long struggle to gain con- 
trol of delegates, in which the Grundy-Martin 
forces are believed to have got the edge on 
the forces of the Governor. Thus Gov. Duff 
would be inclined to reach agreement, if only 
the avoid showing his own inferior strength. 


Then, too, the agreement reached promises 
two sops to Gov. Duff. He would get the fleet- 
ing prestige of a favorite-son vote. And if 
Dewey should be unable to make the grade on 
the third ballot, Pennsylvania’s vote for Dewey 
would create a situation favorable to the nomi- 
nation of Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, whom 
Duff has openly favored from the first. Signifi- 
cantly, the report of the Duff-Grundy-Martin deal 
reaghied Washington prior to the polling in 
P#insylvania. Thus it cannot be regarded as 
a mere tale invented to explain Gov. Duff’s posé- 
nag statement. Yet Duff's pooh-poohing of 

ov. Stassen’s showing in the write-in vote, and 


| 


his kind words for Dewey and Vandenberg fit 
neatly into. the pattern. 


Whether or not the rumor of a Duff-Martin- | 


Grundy deal is correct, Duff’s statement must be 
regarded as indicating hostility to Stassen, and 
a friendship toward Dewey which he rather 
markedly did not feel only a few days previous- 
ly. The position of Joseph Pow is still uncer- 
tain, but there can be no doubt. that Sen. Martin 
and old Joe Grundy feel even more hostility to 
Stassen than Gov. Duff. | 


The inference must be drawn, therefore, 
that Pennsylvania should be tentatively classi- 
fied as, in majority, a Stop-Stassen delegation. 
Smashing Stassen victories in Ohio and Ore- 
gon may of course upset this classification. 
But with Pennsylvania even tentatively added 
to the list of giant Stop-Stassen groupings— 
Illinois, New York and most of Ohio — the 
Minnesota Governor’s task now looks harder 
than it did a week ago, not easier. 


Every inducement, every temptation, is of | 


course being offeréd men like Duff to join the 
great Stop-Stassen combination. Other indica- 
tions that the combination is being formed are 
also at hand. The Taft people are asserting that 
in order to swell Sen. Taft’s first-ballot strength, 
Illinois will go for their hero on the first roll 
call at Philadelphia. It was to reward Gov. 
Dwight Green for giving up his favorite-son 
honors that Green was given the post of key- 
noter. The Dewey supporters rather markedly 
failed to resist the Taft-sponsored selection of 
Green (a notable specimen of the drearier kind 
of Old Guard Republican). And in this, of 
course, Dewey looked toward a combination 
with Taft. 

Altogether, the Stop-Stassen movement 
seems to be beginning to make progress. Per- 
haps even the most complete victories in Ohio 
and Oregon will not carry Stassen through. 
“The voters,” say the Old Guardsmen, “do not 
control conventions.” But this piece of political 
wisdom, always enunciated with the smuggest 
complacency, is surely also a form of criticism 
of those who repeat it.

Virgil--- 
Vetch and Lupine 


' Poets have always liked the farm. 
But, alas, most of them have sung of its land- 
scapes, its hum of bees, its flowers, its lambs, 
and its’ pastoral calm. : 

Few have bothered with its sweat, its toil, its disappointments 
and its realities. 

Yet, one of the greatest did—the great Publius Virgilius Maro 
himself—vVirgil, the master of his time. He wrote his “Georgics” 
as an encouragement to the farmers of his period who were lack- 
ing in knowledge as to proper farm procedures. 

Virgil wrote before the tremendous event at Bethlehem. . 
he died 19 years before the coming of the Nazarene. 


: . [ have found no more fascinating story than his 
Beginning tremendous epic poem on farming, which begins: 
“What makes cornfields happy, under what constellation 
It’s best to turn the soil, my friend, and train the vine 
On the elm; the car of cattle, the management of flocks, 
The knowledge you need for keeping frugal bees:—all this 
I'll now begin to relate... .” 


It is in four books, and the wisdom of it is sometimes startling. 
We think, for example, that we have achieved something new in 
the planting of vetches, of rotating with the Austrian pea. And 
blue lupine—well, of course, that is something new but lately come 
out of the patient researches in Florida? You think so?

Let us turn to Book One, in the translation of 
the old Roman poet, written about 30 B. C:: 


. Now to business: 

As —_ as the first months of the year begin, your strong 
bulls 

Should turn the fertile loam and leave the clods lying

See, too, that your arable lies fallow in rotation, 

And leave the idle field alone to recoup its strength: 

Or else, changing the seasons, put down to yellow grain 

A mg where before you raised the pea with its rattling’ 
pods 

Or the, small-seeded vetch 

Or the brittle stalk and rustling stems of the bitter lupine.

There it all is—the rotation of crops, the planting of grain in 
fields where before there had been peas or vetch or bitter lupine, 
which is the same as blue lupine, so bitter that cattle cannot eat it. 


. There, too, is the putting of lime on the fields, 
Ancient Arts in ashes. And the promise of repayment by the 
fields left idle. 

The facts seem to be the Romans had made great advances in 
farming and had acquired great knowledge. But, all this was 
lost in the collapse of the empire’and the overrunning of it by 
the barbarian, nomadic tribes. 

How thoroughly it was lost may be noted by the fact that 50 
years before Christ, a poet, who was himself a successful farmer, 
was writing a book on farm practices and recommending lupine 
and vetch and peas—and we -today are holding blue lupine festi- 
vals, and celebrating the virtues of vetch and Austrian peas. 


Farmer Virgil’s “Georgics” are a treatise on the farm prac- 

tices and on agriculture and the livestock of his time. 
He was a good farmer who could not sleep if his stock were not 
fed and housed. He knew the vagaries of weather and the winds 
that blew sometimes warm from the Mediterranean, and some- 
times cold and freezing from the Alps. 

There is grand poetry in the writing, too, and as an old bee 
man, I am made happy by his last chapter on bees—and their vital 
part in farm success. 

There is even good advice about seed selection in it. 
well he describes the need of constant attention to the

From British View 


A prominent Australian, an ex-high govern- 

mental official, made a speech in Melbourne 

| some 10 days ago. He is firmly convince 

is no hope for a decent economic future in Britain, unless there 

is a’drastic reduction in the population Of the motherland. His 

remedy is wholesale emigration from Britain to the dominions of 
the British Commonwealth. 


If Britain “continues to reserve her population at home, and to 
overlook the bright picture and happy prospects in the Dominions, 
she will doom herself to extinction as a world power,” he is quoted. 


Furthermore, recent public opinion polls in Britain herself in- 
dicate widespread agreement with this view by the people most 
directly involved. Beset by more rigorous rationing even than 
during the war. years, perplexed by the difficulties of finding 
funds or credits to import food, clothing, raw materials for manu- 
factures, some 53 percent of those asked if they would like to em- 
grate from Britain forever, answered “Yes.” 


Nor does recent news brighten the 
picture. It is reported that Brit- 
ain’s adverse trade balance for the first three months of this year is 
far greater than was anticipated for the first six months. Under 
such conditions, all the aid that can be given through ERP won't 
bridge the difference between red or black ink on the British 
world trade picture. 

Example of the dilemma is shown in the coal mining industry. 
The Labor Government is now operating the-coal fields and one 
year shows a loss of $80,000,000 which must be made up out of 
the Treasury. Furthermore, output of coal per man-hour, despite 
much mechanization, is still below prewar levels. This means, 
with far higher rates of pay, a cost of production for coal far beyond 
the capacity of British industry to pay. 

Such a condition, especially if it spreads to other basic indus- 
tries, can bring only greater devaluation of British currency in 
the world markets. 

It may be that the Australian, Casey, is right. Perhaps Britain 
must cease striving for her old place as the dominant manufac- 
turing country, for export, and the heaviest importing country for 
the essentials of life. 

Perhaps Britain’s population will have to be reduced, presum- 
ably by emigration, to a point where it can be fed, at least, approxi- 
mately on the food it can produce on its own agricultural acres. 
Thus obviating the necessity of importing foods for its people.

Editor Constitution: After so much contro- 
versy over the food poisoning at Battey, I feel 
that the citizens of Georgia are entitled to the 
truth about the matter. I, as a patient in Ward 


8-B, am certainly in a position to know the facts. 
In Ward 8 we have 68 patients, of which only 
two reported being disturbed on the night of 
March 17. I have visited and talked with patients 
in other wards and, while most of the wards re- 
ported more disturbances than ours, the 522 pois- 
onings as reported by Joe Rabun is a ridiculous 
figure. I would estimate less than 100 patients 
as being affected. Brother Rabun did have one 
thing right, though, and that was the date. But 
as for the patients being served a soupy hash or 
goulash dish as reported, that was all a mistake. 
We were served lima beans (and they were not 
soupy), chicken salad on lettuce, coconut pie, 
bread, butter and milk. I have been here six 
months and this is the first case of food poisoning 
I have heard of. And don’t think we patients 
don't know what happens all over the hospital, 

I am sure a canvass of the patients would 
show a big majority feel Dr. Payne is doing a 
wonderful job. The big drawback seems to be 
his inability to procure the help needed, due to 
the fact that salaries paid are inadequate. 

Joe Rabun sure stuck his neck out when he 
made that attack on Dr. Payre without first find- 
ing out some of the facts of the case.

Its at- 
titude on these two issues thus becomes a 
matter of politics in the highest sense of the 
definition of politics as the art of govern- 
ment. 


But unfortunately there is a smack of the 
lower order of politics in the way the Republican 
managers of Congress seem to be going about 
both of these matters, offering stop-gap solutions 
from which they may hope to gain some purely 
partisan advantage. 

The crux of the \tomic Energy Commission 
issue is David Lilienthal, its Chairman. President 
Truman has asked a full five-year term for him. 
The appointments of all members of the commis- 
sion expire in a few weeks under the original 
act which provides, however, that thereafter the 
terms shall be regularized on a staggering basis 
to provide continuity. Republicans are proposing 
a one or two-year term for the chairman as a 
compromise. This would require amendment of 
the original act to fit a particular case; in short, 
special legislation. 

The opposition to David Lilienthal centers 
about his former connection with the New Deal 
as chairman of TVA; in other words, his crime 
is that he was what is known as “a New Dealer.” 
TVA has been the target consistently of power- 
ful interests in this country, led by the utilities, 


despite its outstanding success and the wide- 


spread approval of Mr. Lilienthal’s management | 


His 
direction of the Atomic Energy Commission like- 
wise has ‘won high commendation. 
are implacable, as they were over his appoint- 
ment to the AEC originally.

Enemies of the program hope 
then to kill it off entirely, or to cripple it 
seriously. 


The atmosphere of uncertainty which this 
stop-gap procedure would create would be very 
harmful to the whole objective of our foreign 
policy at a critical period. For example, one 
condition imposed by the European recovery pro- 
gram upon participating nations is that they 
shall lower tariffs and remove trade barriers 
among themselves as a means of recovery. If 
we refuse to go ahead in good faith with the 
program that we ourselves originated in the 
middle of the thirties, then it is hard for us to 
ask that other nations follow its principles. A

Civil Liberties’ Union Is Perturbed 


The rioters who lay down at the New York Stock Exchange and slugged police have received un- 
deserved sympathy from the Civil Liberties Union in a “report’ composed by one Louis Bender. The 
Civil Liberties Union, contrary to superstition, is not a Communist organization. In fact, the Liber- 
ties crowd got fed up and threw their own Communists out, a highhanded way of doing, but the 


human thing to do, after ail. 

Mr. Bender is introduced by the Civil Liber- 
ties Union as a former Assistant to the Attorney 
General of the United States, apparently with 
intent to recommend him. They might better 
have said nothing about it. The office of Attor- 
ney Genera! has been cluttered with some very 
dubious assistants in the last 15 years. Some 
were Communists, some were paltry ambulance 
ehasers and some were draft-dodgers who sat 
out the war and, in common with lesser para- 
sites in the Department of Justice, accumulated 
for their own profit, in private practice and 
blackmail later, great bulging folders of confi 
dential information about the private business 
ef other citizens. 

It is generously assumed that Mr. Bender 
was better than most who have held his or other 
titles in the D. of J. He easily could be and the 
fact that he was would be no accolade, either. 

The riot at the Stock Exchange was an organ- 
ized insurrection against the authority of Gov- 
ernment and the safety of New York. Those who 
took part in it knew they were flouting law 
and the police authority. 


Every day, somewhere in the United States, 
some policeman or Sheriff kills a holdup. whose 
removal is applauded as good riddance and a 
public service. In New York it is customary 
te hand medals and private gifts of money to 
cops who perform these shining deeds. But 
the gunman or mugger who is thus considered 
te be fair game for the cop is much less dan- 
gerous to the general safety of the community 
than the picket-line rioter. He has no friends, 
even in the Attorney General's office or, in- 
deed, in the White House itself, unless and 
until he takes up the union racket and becomes, 
as the euphemism has it, a labor leader. 


The murderer outside the law. sticking up 
saloons and gas stations and dragging benighted 
telephone girls into-alleys in the dawn, is a 
friendiess coyote. In no way admirable, he 
nevertheless has a moral margin over the goon 
on the picket line in one particular which 
commands the respect of all manhood. He 
weighs the chances and he stakes his life. The 
rioting picket, the foul-mouthed scum of the 
seas who joined up with the Wall Street cleri- 
cal workers. is a coward who for hundreds of 
years whined and cringed before the profanity 
and fists of rheumatic old English and Scandi- 
Bavian waterfront bums with the title of mate 
@r captain. 

The late Andy Fusureth, who organized their 
first union in the United States, knew them as 
a mother knows a no-good brat, and he long ago 
frankly told a committee of Congress that they 
were “the rakings and scrapings of hell.” He 
was righter than he realized. After he had 
given his life to them, they hadn’t the human 
decency or the masculine courage to be counted 
on his side in his old age.

Citation To Win 
Other Two by Default? 


Well, the Baking Powder Derby is, history 
and from the looks of things, Calumet’s Cita- 
tion will become the nation’s eighth winner of 
racing’s famed “triple crown,” perhaps by de- 
fault. 

The big question confronting owners— of 

3-year-olds is whether to send their horses into 

the same ring with Citation and, perhaps, Coaltown, although it 
is doubtful that Ben Jones will enter the latter in the Preakness 
and the Belmont in June. 

Coaltown proved his claim to being the second best 3-year- 
old in the country for any distance and, at the same time, 
displayed such a world of speed for three-quarters of a mile 
it is likely Jones will save him for the shorter races. 

Chances are that the Preakness and Belmont will follow the 
pattern set in the Derby by having their smallest fields in years, 
perhaps in history. The reason is simple—a horse named Cita-

Hold Head High, Take 
The Years Off the Chin 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Most chin troubles stem from poor head carriage. 


If 


you let your head droop down like a shy daisy, the result 
is folds of soft flesh and horizontal under-chin creases. 
These slack throat muscles make a nice, soft parking place 


for fat cells. . 
chin. 
Kinesology, the science of 
musclegaction, reveals that the 
purpose of the majority of the 
neck muscles is to hold the head 
erect and squarely on your 
shoulders. And that’s the secret 


_ of keeping a lovely throatline. 


The women in tropical coun- 
tries who carry baskets on their 
heads never have sagging flesh 
under the chin. Of course we 
can’t go around balancing bas- 
kets . but we can get the 
habit of holding our heads 
proudly. 

Start at the back of the neck. 
The principa] supports of the 
neck are two large muscles 
which are attached to the base 
of the head and descend to the 
shoulders, forming the back 
part of the neck. Their role is 
to keep the head and neck erect. 
When that line at the back of 
the neck is straight and pulled 
up, the head is held beautifully 
with the tip of the chin level. 
Maybe that’s what is meant by 
keeping a level head on the 
shoulders. . 

The sides of the neck are 
braced by a pair of large mus- 
cles which are attached back of 
the ears and descend to the col- 
lar bone,. forming a V. These 
muscles are braced by smaller 
pnes and it’s upon the tonus of 
the muscles that the appearance 
of the throat depends. 

It’s plain to see that a well- 
rounded, clearly defined throat- 
line is not in fat padding, or the 
lack of it, but in the tone of the 
muscles. There are many neck 
muscles which help to hold the 
head erect, flex, rotate and 
steady the neck; but today we'll 
concentrate on exercises which 
help to correct head carriage 
Next week we'll go after the 
more superficial muscles. These

floor, hands clasped behind 
back, elbows straight. 

Movement: Raise the head 
and upper part of the body off 
floor, tipping head back and 
contracting the shoulder mus- 
cles by raising arms upward. Re- 
peat three times, later six times. 

To tone the side-front muscles 
and erase the hump at the back 
of the neck, try this easy roller. 

Sit on floor, legs crossed, 
hands on hips. Or you can take 
this exercise sitting in a straight 
chair, back of hips against back 
of chair. 

Movement: ‘110 head back and 
gently roll the head around the 
back of the neck over to one 
shoulder tip, then around and 
over to the other shoulder tip. 
Repeat three times, slowly, later 
six times. 

Finish by shrugging the shoul- 
ders in backward circles, slowly 
and easily. 

If you will get the kna of 
pulling up with those muscles at 
the back of the neck, you can 
keep a lovely throatline.

The condition of the Juvenile’ 
Court building is found to be sat-| 
isfactory, food adequate and! 
wholesome. Additional space is'| 
necessary for the detention of 
boys and girls in need of training 
and rehabilitation. 

It developed in our investiga- 
tion that crowded conditions in 
the Boys Training School actually 
compel the Judge to forego sen- 
tencing the less flagrant cases that

Investigation discloses facilities

We recommend that the Fulton) 
County Delegation to the incoming) 
General Assembly be requested to) 
introduce a bill whereby three) 
‘convictions of a felony or misde- 
meanor shall automatically re- 
quire the maximum penalty pro- 
vided by law and that such 
sentence be beyond the recourse 
of probation, parole or pardon. 

14. HOUSING. 

From observation we are led to 
believe that the rigid require- 
ments of the zoning ordinance of 
the County, and the City of At- 
lanta Building Inspector’s inter- 
pretations are contrary to public 
interest. We feel these require- 
ments in many instances are pre- 
venting the construction of a| 


absence, or for retirement—and 
that his position be filled either 
temporarily or permanently se 
that the work of the court may 
continue without interruption. 

Further investigation develops 
that when a Judge is absent over 
a period of time no one has at» 
thority to assign his staff to other 
duties, resulting in an unneces 
sary expenditure of public funds 
for salaries for services not 
rendered.

17. STATE HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT. 

It is brought to the attention of 
this body that the State Highway 
Department on Project S. R. [4 
Fulton County, commonly known 
as the Cascade-Palmetto Road, 
was added to the State System in 
1938. In 1941 the State Highway 
Department expended $124,049.51 
plus engineering expenses and 
right-of-way for a grand total of 
$141,000, building concrete bridges 
over both Camp and Deep River 
Creeks, together with sub-grading, 

Nothwithstanding the expendi- 
ture o€ millions for roads ‘and 
bridges over the State since 1941! 
this project is in an abandoned 
condition, impassable and repre 
sents the waste.ul expenditure of 
public funds, 

In order to salvage a part of 
this cost, it is our recommenda- 
tion that this project be carried 
to a state of completion at. an im- 
mediate date to preserve what is 
left and avoid further deteriora- 
tion, otherwise, it willbe a total 
loss to the taxpayers of the state 
of Georgia and Fulton County. Its 
completion will relieve congestion 
on the Roosevelt Highway. 

18. COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

Particular attention is directed 
to the fact that these Present- 
ments comprise a mere synopsis 
of the findings of this Body’s sev- 
eral investigation committees. The 
full report of each of these com: 
mittees is available to any one 
interested, and are to be found in 
the files of the Grand Jury rec- 
ords. It is the intention of thig 
Body to supply those individuals 
to whom we feel these reports 
would be particular value with 
mimeographed copies of each re 
port in full. 

19. COMMENDATIONS. 

We commend the police officers 
and investigators for the efficient 
manner in which they presented 
the cases to the Grand Jury. 

20. COMMENDATION OF 

SOLICITOR GENERAL. 

We wish to commend the Solici- 
tor General and his staff for the 
efficient, impartial and courteous 
handling of the affairs of their 
office and the service to the Grand 
Jury. 

’ 21. PUBLICATION. 

We recommend to the Court 
that these Presentments be pub 
lished in The Atlanta Constitution, 
The Atlanta Journal and the Ful- 
ton County Daily Report.
